the field. 


A concussed player will 
then be examined by the 
doctor to clear him fora 
graded return to training 
& then to playing (GRTP). 
This begins following 
48hrs of rest after the 
injury and follows a 
strict graduation in 
intensity, Monitoring at 
each stage the players 
response. If symp- 
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toms return or the player struggles 
with a stage, then they are given a 
rest period to settle, and the process 
taken back a step. GRTP begins with 
light aerobic exercise, becoming more 
intense each step and then the intro- 
duction of skills work and RL specific 
decision making as cognitive /mental 
skills are vitally important with re- 
gard to their recovery and potential 
long-term consequences. 


Once cleared by the doctor and 
Cognigram test comparable to base- 
line the player can then return to full 
training, including contact, and if no 
adverse reaction they will be available 
for selection. 


This process will take a minimum of 
seven days in total Thus, if all goes to 
plan a concussed player will only be 
able to play the next game if itis a 
week later. If we play Sunday then Fri- 
day the next game will be missed no 
matter how well the rehab goes. 


It is interesting to note that the initial, 
acute effects of a concussive episode 
do not always reflect the severity of 
the injury. We have had players who 
suffered what is called “Tonic pos- 
turing” ie stiff arms and legs whilst 
unconscious and have been able to 
return to play the next week, whereas 
we have also had players just feeling 
dizzy and disoriented without being 
knocked unconscious and missed a 
couple of games as they struggled 
during RTP with concentration and 
with their post injury Cognigram 
(mental ability) test. 


That is why the cognitive / mental 
function tests are so important. 


Enjoy the game and let’s hope this 
week the boys undoubted efforts are 
rewarded with a return to winning 
ways.

OD: We are just a bit low on 
confidence as a team. Asa 

group, we know what we’re 
capable of and it’s frustrating 

us that we’re not reaching our 
potential. We have had a few 
injuries and people absent but we 
have got to keep on performing to 
the level that we expect of each 
other. At the moment we’re not 
reaching that but we are training 
hard behind the scenes. We’re not 
reaching the standards that we 
set for ourselves so that is definite- 
ly frustrating. 


DF: Obviously there was a bit 
of disruption due to the Halifax 
game being postponed. How 
much of an effect does some- 
thing like that have? 


OD: It doesn’t have an effect at 

all really. We had that week off 

to rest bodies and recover from 

a tough couple of weeks. Every 
game you play in this league, 
you’re walking away battered and 
bruised so not playing against Hal- 
ifax certainly isn’t an excuse for 
the performance we put in against 
Featherstone. 


DF: We had a good start to the 

year but have had some disap- 

pointing results as of late. How 

important is it that we get back 
to winning ways today? 


OD: It’s massively important. 

We need to build some more 
confidence, like what we had at 
the start of the year. We put big 
numbers on Bradford and gota 
hard-fought win at York, so we 
were buzzing with that. Coming 
away from Newcastle, we were 
disappointed with each other asa 
team and now we’re in a bit of a 
rut. We deserved to beat London, 
we should have won that one. It’s 
the frustration with each other at 
the moment as we’re not a bad 
team. We’re not Managing games 
correctly in the second half and 
we need to learn, and learn fast. 


DF: How impressed have 
you been by the debutant per- 
formances, in training and on 
the pitch? 


OD: | have been extremely im- 
pressed they’re all fighting for 
a shirt at every training session. 
It’s up to them to take those 
opportunities when they come 
around. Tubbs and Simon have 
them training constantly and 
doing the extras, even after 
matches. Tubbs wants every- 
one to be ready and the boys 
have taken it well. 


DF: Moving off the field now, 
you work in schools for the 
Foundation. How important 
is Andrea Dobson ’s appoint- 
ment? 


OD: It’s fantastic. It’s a great 
appointment. Any help that we 
can Nave starting up the Eagles 
Foundation again, from where 
it was, is great. To have Andrea 
guiding us, and myself, as we 
look to spread the word about 
the sport across the city ina 
World Cup year is vital. | can’t 
wait to work with her as she’s 
got a lot of experience.
